Be it enacted by the Senate and the House of Representatives of the Philippines in Congress assembled: 



Section 1. Appropriation of Funds. The following sums, or so much thereof as may be necessary, are hereby appropriated 
out of any funds in the National Treasury of the Philippines not otherwise appropriated, for the operation of the Government of the 
Republic of the Philippines from January oik to December thirty-one, two thousand and eleven, except where otherwise specifically 
provided herein:

Special Provisions Applicable to tbe Congress of tbe Philippines 

1. Augmentation of Any Itei in tbe Appropriations of tbe Congress of tbe Philippines. Pursuant to Section 25(5) of Article VI of 
the Constitution, the Senate President, aitb respect to tbe Senate and the Conission on Appointments, tbe Speaker, aitb respect to the 
House of Representatives, and the Chairmen of the Senate and the House of Representatives Electoral Tribunals, are hereby authorized to 
augment any item in the general appropriations laa for tbeir respective offices from any savings in other items of their respective 
appropriations. 

2. Organizational Structure of tbe Senate, tbe Bouse of Representatives, tbe Senate and Bouse of Representatives Electoral Tribunals 
and the Commission on Appointments. Any provision of laa to the contrary notaithstandino and aitbin the limits of the appropriations 
authorized in this Act, the Senate President, aith respect to the Senate and the Commission on Appointments, the Speaker, aitb respect to 
the House of Representatives and the Cbairaen of the Senate and House of Representatives Electoral Tribunals, are authorized to formulate 
and implement the organizational structures of their respective offices, to fix and deteraine tbe salaries, alloaances and other benefits 
of their respective members, employees and consultants, subject to Section 10. Article VI of the Constitution, and whenever public 
interest so requires, make adjustments and reorganization of positions in the regular personnel aitb the corresponding transfer of items 
of appropriations or create nem ones in their respective offices: PROVIDED, That officers and employees whose positions are affected by 
such adjustments or reorganization shall be granted retirement gratuities and separation pay in accordance with existing lams, abich shall 
be payable from any unexpended balance of, or savings in the appropriations of their respective offices. <gbe?al cbsekvatici; - president :;

3. Release of Appropriations. Appropriations authorized for the Congress shall be automatically and regularly released to the 
Senate, the House of Representatives, the Senate and House of Representatives Electoral Tribunals, and the Commission on Appointments, as 
the case may be. 

4. Realignment of Allocation for Operational Expenses. Subject to the approval of tbe Senate President or tbe Speaker of tbe House 
of Representatives, as the case nay be, a member of Congress may realign bis allocation for operational expenses to any other expense 
category: PROVIDED, That the total of said allocation is not exceeded.

That pending actua l transfer, the funding requireient for said positions shall continually be paid by the host SUC: PROVIDED. FURTHER. 
That secondary sch ool teaching positions in island provinces whose mnicipalities are surrounded by bodies of water but are adjacent to 
each other, may ad d up to the integrated laboratory school and be allowed to be retained as long as the standard student-teacher ratio 
I s Maintained. In c ase the standard student-teacher ratio be less than its original percentage, the teaching positions shall likewise be

11. Opening of Hew Prograws/Course Offerings. SUCs way open or offer new prograis or courses subject to the prior approval of the CHED 
and their respective governing boards pursuant to R.A. Ho. 8292: PROVIDED, That the funding requireaents for the said programs or 
courses shall be charged against internally generated funds of SUCs. 

12. Establishment of Hew Branches and Extension and Satellite Caipuses. Hat branches and extension and satellite caipuses of SUCs oay 
only be established within the saae province where they are located when supported by recurring and sustainable internally generated incoee 
and receipts, subject to the prior approval of the President of the Philippines upon the joint recoaaendation of the CHED and the DBM. 

The operating requireaents of the newly established branches and extension and satellite caipuses of SUCs shall be charged against 
their internally generated incoae and receipts, and in no case shall the saae be provided by the Rational Cover fluent. 

The iapleaentation of this provision is subject to the guidelines to be jointly issued by the CHED and DBH. 

13. Release of Funds for Branches of SUCs. SUCs shall directly release to their branches the respective allocations as identified 
in their PREs without the imposition of any reduction by the aain caapus of the institution, but without prejudice to the augaentation of 
the shares authorized for branches fraa the funds authorized for the aain caapus.
